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An Example From Germany. 


While the United States is consid- 
ering with sonic hesitancy the con­ 
struction of a great waterway which 
would save about 
10,000 miles of 
ocean navigation between its Atlantic 
and Pacific seaports, to say nothing 
of the impetus which would surely 
be given its foreign commerce, the 
'J h German 
Empire 
has completed a 
canal half as long as the Nicaragua 
route without making any noise what 
ever about it. 
1 he 
announcement 
that the North Sea Canal between 
Kiel on the Baltic and the river Elbe 
below Hamburg is going to be open­ 
ed with elaborate ceremonies in June 
next will takje the outside world quiu.' 
unawares, fur few stiatigets, indeed, 
have known that sucii a mighty work 
was even contemplated. 


But Germany is a nation 
whose 
patriotism is almost its religion. 
It 
has no textile fabric element within 
its borders, no cuclooos, except, per 
haps, a handtul of unwashed 
and 
beer sodden Anarchist 
1: 
The Ger­ 
man people, however they may differ 
among themselves in other 
things, 
are a unit 
in 
support 
of every­ 
thing 
which tends to the 
strength 
and glory of the Fatherland. 
It is 
to promote the commerce and en­ 
hance the security of the Empire that 
this canal has been cut across the 
Province of Holstein. 
The canal is 
5 3 1 2 miles in length. Its estimated 
cost is $37,440,000, 
or about half 
that of the Nicaragua canal, and it 
is not believed that the estimate will 
be exceeded. 


The canal will save from 
238 to 
424 miles for vessels bound from the 
North Sea to the Baltic or vice versa, 
and it will avoid the dangerous 
voy­ 
age around the broken shores of the 
Jutland, or Danish Peninsu'a. 
Op­ 
erations were begun in 1887 and just 
eight years will have been consumed 
in the undertaking, which is not an 
extravagant length of time when it is 
considered how in those high lati­ 
tudes such work is liable to interrup­ 
tion by winter. 
This North Sea 
canal, though constructed, of course, 
entirely within German territory, oc­ 
cupies much the same relation 
to 
Germany that the Nicaragua 
canal 
does to the United States. 
It facili­ 
tates both the foreign and 
domestic 
commerce of the Empire, and it is" 
virtually a great reinforcement to the 
naval strength of Germany, as it en 
ables Its fleets to be concentrated in 
either the North or the Baltic Sea, 
precisely as the Nicaragua 
canal 
would enable us to throw our ships 
either into the Atlantic or the Pacific, 
as might be needed. 


The 
unostentatious, 
business-like 
way in which this German canal was 
started, the vigor with which it has 
been pushed, and above all the har­ 
monious support 
which it has re­ 
ceived from a 'people who are 
not 
rich in anything but devotion to their 
country, are full of impressive lessons 
for America. 


About Violets.

This is just the time when the vio­ 
let beds should be prepared 
for next 
year, and all that is needed is obser­ 
vance of a few simple rules to enable 
anyone who has a garden to grow the 
flower in satisfying quantity and per­ 
fection. 
So, at least, says J. Soul- 
berger, the florist. 


Violet plants should not be allow 
ed to stand undisturbed 
year after 
year; the beds should be dug up 
every second year at least, and it 
would he better if it were done yearly. 
After uprooting the old plants, di^a 
trench a foot deep and fill it with 
manure; Iread this down hard, and 
it will fill about six inches; on top of 
that plare your violets. 
Violets will 
grow in almost any soil, but they will 
be earlier if they stand in light soil 
than in heavy. By having the manure 
beneath the earth, as above advised, 
their roots go deep into the jpongv 
j substance and the plants are rendered 
I more vigorous and the bloom freer, 
j 
It is a bad idea to reset 
the old 


1 plants, which have grown large and 
woody; choose the younger plants, 
or runners, which have not yet made 
a flower, for they will be in their 
prime next year. 
Old plants are lia­ 
ble to be attacked by violet disease 
or rust. Double violets need replant­ 
ing oficner than the single for they 
run to woodiness quicker. 
There 
could not be liner weather than this 
which we are now having for plant 
ing violet beds. 


As to varieties, Mr. I.eulbergtr ad­ 
vises planting the California and the 
single Russian for"*an early crop, and 
the Marie Louise for later flowering. 


The later is a splendid double va­ 
riety and though not as early as the 
single varieties, it will bloom later in 
the spring. 
Neapolitan violets are 
the lightest shade of lavender of anv 
of the violets 
a very pretty double 
kind—but they are usually very short 
stemmed. 


There are severalexcellent varieties 
of white violets. 
The single white 
bloom freely and 
produce a free 
growing foliage which makes a fine 
border, and the Swanley white, or 
double, is a lovely flower. The dou­ 
ble Russian is the finest dark flower. 
But the 
new California violet, al­ 
though single, is destined to become 
very popular, because it is unusually 
long stemmed and large flowered. 


It is n fact wTiich is not general!^ 
known that the Russian violets came 
originally Irom Alaska, where on the 
islands off the coast they grow wild. 
After being transported 
to 
Russia 
they were improved by cultivation 
and^then 
distributed 
all over the 
world. I Double Russians 
were de­ 
velops- Irom the single.

Charter Dav Exercises. 
UNCLE REMUS PREACHES,, 


Congress has passed a bill reviving 
the rank of lieutenant general during 
the active career of the present senTor 
major-general of the army. It will un 
doubtedly 
receive the 
President's 
signature, and the office •will be con­ 
ferred on Major-General J. M. Scho- 
field, who will exercise it until his re­ 
tirement upon reaching the age limit 
of 64 next September. 
The 
only 
change this will make will be to give 
him the honor, rank and 
increased 
pay. It will make no difference in his 
duties. He will be the fifth American 
to hold that rank. 


The office was created lor ex-l'resi- 
ilent Washington at the time of a 
threatened war with !• ranee, and 
he 
held it from July 3, 1798, till Ijis 
death, December 14, 1799. 


The office was revived for 
Major- 
(ieneral U. S. Grant, who held it from 
March 2, 1864, till he was promoted 
to general, July 25, 1866 
Major- 
General W. T. Slvrman was pro 
moted to lieutenant-general upon the 
promotion of U. S. Grant to general 
and held the rank until March 4, 
1869, when (Ieneral Grant 
became 
President and General Sherman gen­ 
eral. 


Major-General Philip II. Sheridan 
was promoted 
to 
lieutenant-general 
upon the promotion of 
Lieutenant- 
Genera! Sherman to general, and held 
the office till June 
1, 1888, when 
Congress revived the rrthk of general 
for him, and he died on the following 
5th of August, a full general of the 
United States army. 
The grades of 
generl and lieutenant-general expired 
with him. 


Major-General Winfield Scott was 
breveted lieutenant general to date 
from March 29, 1847, for 
"eminent 
services in the late war with Mexico, 
the day on which the United States 
forces under his command 
captured 
Vera Cruz, and the battle of San 
Juan de I'lloa." He retired Novem­ 
ber 1, 1861.

scheme by which they might 
hand 
over the control of the valley road 
to the Southern Pacific, but at the 
same time to invest them with ex­ 
traordinary powers with regard to the 
selection of the route, the construc­ 
tion of the road and the installation 
and conduct of the service. At tl i, 
writing the details of the plan are not 
accessible to the press. 
From the 
rumors which have been heard, how­ 
ever, some such policy as that here 
suggested is likely to be proposed, 
and if so it certainly 
should be 
adopted.

Stc. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Every mail inhabitant of the Slate, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same l>e paid l)e- 
tween the first Monday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax o' every person liable therefor, and on 
the nrglect or relusal ol such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under Iwnty-one or 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.
